Thtre has been an enemy ef-

BUTE of success, to hold the 
northern flank of the line firmly 
while the allies have pushed 
-astward in the direction of Fer- 
onne snd Ham. On the south- 
ern end of the front the Ger. 
mans have been unable so far 
to do more than slow down the 
progress of the French. 


In this sector an important 


advance is reported in the fact 
that the French have reached 
Antoval, on the crest of the hills 
west of Ribecourt. In the Ger- 
man drive early in June the f all 
of Antoval proved fatal 
to 


French hopes to hold the valley 
of the Oise, as well as the forest 
of Carlepont, on the east bank.. 
If Antoval is firmly held by the 
French the German line* along 
the Oi»e, it seems, are in danger,.

Reports would appear- to indi- 


cate that tho line where the 
present heavy fighting is going 
on is not the one upon which 
the Germans have decided to 
stand definitely on the defen- 
sive. 
On the contrary, the 


present fight appears to have 
reached the stage presented 
three "weeks ago when the Ger- 
mans made a stand along the 
Ourcq river and the heights of 
Fere-en-Tardenois. This stand, 
it developed, was for the pur- 
pose of permitting the enemy 
to get his artillery out of dan- 
ger and remove stores from the 
threatened region as far as pos- 
sible. 


The coming day or two proba- 


bly will be marked by savage 
fighting, especially on the south, 
where the continued program of 
the French would weaken the 
whole German position, if it does 
not turn the flank of the Noyon- 
Nesle line, which It appears may 
be the first defensive front 
upon which the enemy may elect 
to stand. 


The front as it stands today 


runs in a generally straight 
line from the Somme southward 
to Tilloloy, where it begins to 
curve eastward until it reaches 
the Oise. The high ground on 
the north is pro-ring difficult of 
capture by the allies, while to 
the south heavy forces of Ger- 
man reserves are reported eom- 
inj into the fight.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE (Sunday)—Organiza- 
tion of the first American field army 
of five corps has been completed. 
The army will be 'commanded by 


Gen. Pershing and, it is understood, 
will operate in the area of the 
Marne from which the 'Germans 
have been driven out. The Ameri- 
can divisions which participated in 
that drive have been under French 
command, but are now included in 
the first army. 
. 


Gen. 
Pershing, who retains his 


post as chief of the American expe 
ditionary forces, after a time may 
i-alinquish the command of the first 
army, but possibly not until the or 
ganization of a second army is wel 
under way. Meanwhile he will hav 
two headquarters, at the first army 
iis well as at general headquarters. 


It is not anticipated that the ere 


ation of the first army will see any 
decrease in the spirit of co-opera 
tion. 
While the Americans have op 


ernted under the command of th 
French 'and British recently th 
French had served under American 
corps commanders and it is expected 
this interchange will continue.. 


The step is regarded as the most 


important devlopmnt in tha organ- 
ization of the American expedition- 
ary forces to date". It is looked up- 
on as the natural development of 
the 1917-18 scheme of organization 
and training by which regiments af- 
ter training were mer^ri into divi- 
sions under full staff dire'.tion. The 
creation of the first army brings a 
great American force under Ameri- 
can command, but under the orders 
of the generalissimo, Gen. Poch. 


The size of the army has not been 


announced 
beyond 
the indication 


that it contains five corps command- 
ed by Gen». Liggett, Bullard, Bundy, 
Reed and Wright. 
Each corps is 


composed of several divisions and 
is understood to include 30,000 in-

This is no time for speculation in. merchan- 


dise • neither is it a time for short stocks nor 
for the least letup in aggressive merchan- 
dising. • 
-,

We pointed out in last week's ECONOM- 


IST that the possibility of "the turning point. 
of the war having been reached, the belief 
that after-the-war prices will be lower, the 
uncertainties as to Government price-fixing,., 
all tended to "inculcate a wholesome dislike, 
for abnormally large stocks." 


But with such a natural and, wholesome 


looking ahead, it is well not to lose sight, of - 
the living present. 
If abnormally large 


stocks are likely to be.disastrous to profits 
a year or two from now, abnormally low 
stocks are sure to be disastrous a few weeks 
from now. 


For instance, there is a every reason to 


expect that the coming fall's business for re- 
tailers will compare very favorably with 
that of last year—about which few indeed 
were the retailers who had any cause for 
complaint. 
For one thing, wages have 


- never been higher than at the present time 


and jobs go seeking the man or woman will- 
ing to fill them. 


Moreover, new wealth is being created on 


an normous scale. 
Crop values, for ex- 


ample, exceed those of last year by almost 
unbelievable amounts. 
It has been esti- 


mated that while the .value ot the 1917 
wheat, oat, barley, rye and hay crops 
amounted to over four billions of dollars, . 
the present crop will reach the startling fig- 
ure of over five billion—an increase of over s 
31 per cent! 


That extra billion of dollars—and remem- 


ber this is just the increased value of only 
five crops—is going to be spent. Some of it 
will go for Liberty Bonds and for Thrift 
and War Savings Stamps, but some of it 
naturally will go for merchandise. 


And so; too, will the extra values of other 


c>-ops and the increased wages, figures for 
which are- not now available, nor compre- 
hensible, if they were to be had. 


In calling attention to these facts the 


ECONOMIST does not wish even to seem to 
oppose the Government's -edict for •econ- 
omy 
We are heartily in sympathy with 


all the Government is doing,'or attempting 
to do, and we know that our readers are too. 


But we also know that human nature does 


not change suddenly. People, the vast ma- 
jority, work for present, not for future bene- 
fits 
Many of our citizens, especially those 


classed as wage earners, are -savmg.money 
for the first time in their lives—saving not 
merely because of increased earnings, nor 
because of a newborn desire to save, but be- 
cause the Government has asked them to 
save. 


But they are also buying some things 


which in the past they were unable to buy. 


And perhaps it is for the best interest of 


the country that this should be true. For it 
is the judgment of many level heads that es- 
sential production could in no wise be main- 
tained were the incentive for new-found 
buying power entirely taken away from the 
producers.
